Footscray Council is 
fighting mad over the 
VFL’s opposition to 
J.U.S.T. sharing the Oval 
with the Footscray Foot- 
ball Club. 

Councillors have spoken 
angrily about the “‘dicta- 
tors” of the VFL “holding 
the council to ransom.”’ 

But at the same time they 
are reluctant to make a deci- 
sion which would harm the 
football club. 

The VFL has threatened to 
force Footscray Football Club 
— the Bulldogs — to play at 
North Melbourne if the council 
allows J.U.S.T. to use Western 
Oval. 

Councillors believe that the 
Bulldogs could go broke if they 
had to play outside their home 
city. It is partly because of 
their poor financial position 
that the Bulldogs invited 
J.U.S.T. to share Western 
Oval with them. J.U.S.T. was 
to pay the Bulldogs rental of 
$25,000 or 254% of nett receipts. 

Although the council is 
intent on making sure the Bull- 
dogs are not harmed by the 
VEL, it also feels honor-bound 
to ensure that J.U.S.T. is not 
harmed. ‘ 

So the council has decided to 
seek government help in devel- 
oping a ground within the City 
of Footscray for use by 
J.U.S.T. 

One of the grounds behind 
the Footscray Institute of 
Technology, near the Fleming- 
ton Racecourse, has been sug- 

ested. MclIvor Reserve in 
rancis Street, Yarraville, is 
another possibility. 

J.U.S.T.’s traditional 
ground is Schintler Reserve in 
Footscray Road, but that is 
under the control of Melbourne 
City Council, and it is not up to 
Philips League standard. 

To play Philips League 
matches on any new ground, it 
would have to have ewes 
for between 3000 and 
spectators, adequate dressing 
rooms and toilets plus fencing. 

If the council secured a long- 
term loan for this work, 
J.U.S.T. would repay it in lieu 
of or in addition to paying rent. 

Last year J.U.S.T. played at 
Olympic Park, but the club 
sees no future there. ‘‘We have 
been in Footscray for 20 years 
and the majority of our sup- 
port is from the western sub- 
urbs,"’ club president Tony 
Kovac said. 

He is confident the council 
will not let the club down. 

“I am very happy with the 
council. I have every con- 
fidence in them, I have been 
promised that we will not be 
left out in the street.” 

Mr. Kovac is disappointed at 
the attitude of the Department 
of Youth, Sport and Recrea- 
tion, as is Footscray Council's 
caucus leader, Cr. Fred Mad- 
dern. 

Cr. Maddern points out that

Yet the Department has 
taken no firm action in suppor- 
ting the council or J.U.S.T., he 
said. 


“‘What the Department 
should have done was threaten 
to force a review of all agree- 
ments under which Crown land 
is used by the VFL,” Cr. Mad- 
dern said. 


Mr. Kovac said: ‘I am not 
happy with the Department, or 
the Minister, Mr. Brian Dixon. 
They were involved from the 
start and we expected them to 
come out in the open with firm 
action 


‘But still no-one knows 
their attitude. I’m sure the 
public would like to know.”’ 


Meanwhile, the battle over 
Western Oval continues to 
rage. 


Council will ask the VFL to 
give a guarantee that the 
Western Oval is part of the 
VFL’s long-range plan. VFL 
president Dr. Alan Aylett has 
suggested that Footscray and 
North Melbourne should share 
North's Arden Street Oval. 

If the VFL is unable to give 
a guarantee about Western 
Oval’s status, the council may 
decide to foltow the ideal of 
making it a multi-purpose 
community sports complex, 
regardless of any retaliation 
by the VFL. 

Mr. Kovac says: “I hope 
that one day the VFL will 
come to realise that it is part 
of sport and that other sports 
have equal rights. 

“I think that the VFL al- 
ready has lost the confidence 
and good will of the majority 
of the public.” 

Mr. Kovac added he was dis- 
appointing at not having had 
more support from the soccer 
bodies, but he thanked ‘‘The 
Age'’ which, he said, helped 
put over the true story of the 
Western Oval battle. 

“Unfortunately ‘“‘The Her- 
ald’ and ‘The Sun”’ kept fairly 
quiet about it. I hope that they 
represent all sports, not just 
Australian Rules,”

Rangers, The English club’s 
requirement of $28,000 for a 
four-match itinerary was well 
beyond the New Zealand FA’s 
resources. 

This fact aptly illustrates 
the two main problems of New 
Zealand soccer — inept admin- 
istration and lack of finance. 

The NZFA is in perpetual 
economical strife, relying for 
its survival upon club affilia- 
tion fees (currently $80 a 
senior team), government 
hand-outs in the form of Minis- 
try of Sport and Recreation 
grants, and the sympathy of 
bank managers. 

Nationwide raffles, mystery 
envelope appeals and attempts 
to recruit sponsors have failed 
miserably. 

Viewed realistically, a 
World Cup campaign is a 
luxury New Zealand cannot af- 
ford. Realism however is not a 
commodity over-abundant in 
NZFA circles, particularly 
since judgement has been

Deprived of income from 
Brisbane Lions and Canberra 
City, the NZFA looked in- 
wardly to boost its coffers,, 
fining Rothmans National, 
League club Gisborne City 
$200 for displaying the name of 
its sponsors on playing kit. 

Incredibly, the NZFA 
forbids this practice ~ now ac- 
ceptable in all other soccer- 
playing countries, yet toler- 
ates clubs incorporating the 
name of its sponsors within its 
own. 

Two other Rothmans 
League clubs, Blockhouse Bay 
and Wellington Diamond 
United, each were fined $250 
for non-payment of money to 
the League travelling fund. 

At the time of writing WDU 
is suspended from the league 
until the debt ($2,500) is paid. 

Naturally it would be 
cynical to claim that the 
NZFA is imposing large fines 
on offending clubs in order to 
finance the World Cup cam- 
paign. However feasible at- 
tempts to raise the massive 
costs of such an undertaking 
have been ominously unsuc- 
cessful. 

Beset by imcompetence and 
lack of money, the New Zea- 
land World Cup effort is 
floundering. 

Should New Zealand over- 
come all its difficulties and 
qualify for the World Cup 
finals it will ne doubt utilise a 
cheap mode of flying to Spain 
— on the back of pigs!

Started here in Victoria.

On most Saturday mornings 
during the winter, about 1500 
primary school boys play or- 
ganised soccer in the greater 
Hobart area. The fact that so 
many are playing is a credit to 
the organisers of primiary 
school soccer, to the team 
coaches, to the parents, to the 
schools represented, and to the 
boys themselves. Given such a 
high level of involvement in 
the game, it may be time to 
examine closely the direction 
in which primary school 
soccer is heading, and to ask 
whether there is a need to 
change its direction. 

To determine the need for 
change, a number of questions 
must be asked. These ques- 
tions may be relevant to other 
sports in which primary school 
children take part. 

For example, is there the 
appropriate amount of organ- 
isation? Are all the boys who 
wish to play seccer able to do 
so? Are boys enjoying the 

e? Are improving 
their skills? Are all boys achie- 
ving a certain level of success 
in the game? 

It is difficult to come up 
with affirmative answers. Yet 
these questions concern the 


very organisation of primary 


school soccer, the type of 
coaching that is being carried 
out, and even the format of the 
game as played at the primary 
school level, namely, eleven- 
a-side soccer in conformity 
with international rules. 

Initially, this soccer had to 
be well organised. It was a 
few sport at primary school 
level and it was offered only 
out of school hours. In order to 
attract players there had to be 
smooth operation. It had to 
offer something that other 
sports couldn’t offer. 

The success of this policy is 
clearly illustrated by the large 
number of boys now playing 
the game. This makes it ex- 
ceedingly important to decide 
now whether this high level of 
organisation should be main- 
tained, or whether it is begin- 
ning to be counter-productive.

But Watt came in for the 
games against Queensland and 
the A.C.T. and Vlasits hailed 
him as one of the team’s finest 
players. 

In the last two games, 
against Western Australia and 
South Australia, Watt and 
Riley were united by Viasits in 
the centre of the defence and 
the partnership was effective. 

Watt started his soccer 
career with the West Ryde 
Rovers at the age of 4}. 

He then joined Epping 
YMCA and moved on to Gla- 
desville Hornsby where he 
played Inter District for two 
years in the under 14s and l5s. 

The next step was APIA- 
Leichhardt, which he joined 
early last year. After playing 
second grade in the Federation 
competition for a few games, 
Watt was promoted to first 
grade at the age of 15.

solidly built négro first came to the 
attention of English football fans on 13 
Jan 1979 when his first division 
debut for Norwich City against league leaders 
West Bromwhich Albion. Fashanu played 
impressively as his team snatched a surprise 
draw. 

Four days later he made his first 
ap for England’s youth team and 
played a significant role in a 4-0 victory. 


In total the youre striker played 16 times 
for Norwich during the 1878-79 campaign, 
scoring 5 goals. 


His emergence as a striker of exceptional 


ability was confirmed in the opening weeks of 
the following season which saw Fashanu’s 
brilliance spearhead modest Norwhich’s 
challenge as first division pace setters. 

Naturally he soon gained special attention 
from the first division's ultra-professional 
defences and the stream of goals ebbed, but 
never dried up completely. 

National recognition inevitably followed 
and Fashanu is now an integral part of the 
England Under-21 squad. 

Strong and aggressive, but possessing 
intricate skills, Fashanu has the ability to 
conjur goals from the most unlikely 
situations. 

Potentially one of the great names of 
European soccer in the 's, Fashanu is 
likely to leave the unfashionable ‘‘Canaries”’ 
in the near future. A transfer fee of $800,000 
has been mooted. 


Apart from inexperience, Fashanu’s major 
flaw is his habit of ‘disappearing’ from 
games in which he seems to lose interest. 

If Rale Rasic can motivate his guest 
sufificently Adelaide City supproters can 
expect to see some dynamic performances 
during the black strikers, brief stay in South 
Australia.

The reason for the club 
changing its name in 1946 
was to enabie ‘it to enter 
senior football, as the 
junior players began to 
outgrow their junior ranks 
and there was no senior 
team for these players to 
graduate to. 

The first club president 
in 1946 was Mr. E. Bailey 
and the first secretary was 
Mr Alec Mackie. 

Initially Park Rangers 
were fairly successful as 
in their first year of senior 
football they won the Divi- 
sion Two South League and 
were runners up to Sun- 
shine Soccer Club in the 
Second Division Cup being 
beaten 2-1 in the final after 
extra time. The club also 
reached the semi-final of 
the Dockerty Cup. 

Promoted to Division 
One after only one year, 
1847 saw a change in the 
administration of the club. 

Mr Bailey remained 
president, Mr Les Hurs 
became chairman. Mr. R. 
J. (Titch) Thorpe was ap- 
pointed coach and Mr Jock 
Stephen became secre- 
tary.

Another successful year 
ensued with Park Rangers 
finishing runners-up to 
Moreland Soccer Club on 
the First Division and 
reaching the final of the 
Dockerty Club only to be 
beaten 2-1 by South Yarra. 

In 1948 and 1949 Park 
Rangers won the Dockery 
Cup and on both occasions 
their opponents were South 


‘Yarra. In 1948 the score- 
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line ended 4-3 after Park 
Rangers had been 2-6 down 
at half time. 

Jock Mackie, who 
played right back in the 
1949 Dockerty Cup Final at 
the ripe old age of 22, had 
the distinction of having 
played in a cup final for 
the club, junior and senior, 
every year since 1942, 

The influence of the 
Juniors during these years 
can be seen from the ages 
of the players in the 1 
side which averaged 22 
with Stan Gillis on the left 
wing being the oldest 
player in the side at 28 
years of age. 

In the first three years 
of the club’s existence 
there were 11 players in

In 1948 Mr Gini was 
elected president of the 
club after the retirement 
of Mr E. Bailey. 


1949 was another suc- 
cessful year, for as well as 
winning the Dockerty Cup 
the club finished second in 
the First Division to 
Brighton Soccer Club 
which was undefeated in 
the league. 

After 1949 the club’s for- 
tunes began to wane and 
although the Reserve 
Team won the 
championship in 1950, the 
senior team could only 
finish third bottom in the 
First Divsion. 

This was to be the story 

for the next three years 
with the club languishing 
near the bottom of the 
league until 1953 when it 
was relegated to Division 
Two. 
The team which won the 
Divsion One Championship 
in that year was Juventus 
Soccer Club which went on 
to win the championship 
for five consecutive sea- 
sons. 

It was migrant teams 
like Juventus, J.U.S.T., 
Polonia, Wilhelmina, 
George Cross etc. which 
were all founded in the late 
40’s or very early 50’s, 
which hastened the decline 
of Park Rangers. 

These teams were 
formed by Eastern Eu- 
ropean migrants who 
came to this country im- 
mediately after the war 
bringing a different style 
of soccer and a more pro- 
fessional outlook on the 

ame, 

After two mediocre 
seasons in the Second Divi- 
sion, Park Rangers were 
again relegated in 1956 to 
the Third Division after 
finishing bottom of the 
league with only 6 points. 

Much of the Park 
Rangers history between 
1958 and 1967 is sketchy, 
except that in 1963 they 


won the Third Division 
South but due to a re-or- 
ganisation of the Divisions 
they were not promoted. 

In 1969 they were rele- 

ated from the Second 

ivision to the Third and 
almost folded when 
players left the club at an 
alarming rate. 

However the club re- 
cruited well during the off- 
season and fielded a strong 
side which over the next 
four seasons only missed 
out on promotion by no 
more than 2 points. 

The players recruited 
over that period have 
formed the nucleus of the 
side ever since and most 
remain to this day on the 
committee of the club. 

In 1977 a minor crisis oc- 
cured when the club was 
unlucky to be relegated 
once again, this time to 
Division Four. 

Half way through 1977 
Hugh Murney joined the 
club as coach and although 
he was unable to stop the 
side that year, big 
changes took place and the 
club had an outstanding 
season in 1978 and jumped 


straight back to Division 


Three losing only one 
game all season and scor- 
ing 75 goals with 15 against 
in finishing second te Faw- 
kner. 

Season 1979 was even 
better and Rangers won 
the Third Division at the 
first attempt proving 
themselves the best team 
in the league by not drop- 
ping a point in their first 12 
games. 

So Park Rangers go into 
season 1980 in the Second 
Division after an absence 
of exactly 10 years. 

This season will be big in 
every way because after 35 
years at Middle Park the 
club is moving to a new 
ground at Stradbroke Park 
Kew. 

Park Rangers have built 
a name for themselves as 
an attractive, Met- 
ropolitan Leagues in the 
past two years.

If we split the 20 matches into ten pairs 
and wanted to take six pairs from ten 
pairs against system 12, it would still 
leave us with 210 combinations of 12 
matches which again would be far to ex- 
pensive for the average pools player. By 
banking on four of your selections and 
using the other matches in non con- 
secutive sequences we can dramatically 
reduce the full combinations of eight from 
20. By using this approach we can use a 
mere five entries of system 12 and as you 
will gather from my closing notes this 
system contains some sound guarantees, 

I repeat my earlier advice of taking 
matches from all States when playing the 
Australian matches and with ten division 
on this week’s pool list it fits nicely in with 
my suggested plan of taking two games in 
each division.

Italy? — “Italy have some 
good players but maybe we'll 
have to go inside the prisons to 
play them!
